The programme will, therefore, be 
somewhat as follows: The Secretary will give 
notice, on or before the Ist of April, that in 


ninety days thereafter, that is to say, on the Ist ot 


July, he will pay, on presentation at the Treasury 
Department, certain 6 per cent bonds, the num- 


bers, dates, and denominations\veing set forth 


by him, amounting in the aggregate to $300,000, -

the Syndicate will deliver to the Secretary 

checks for that amount of money, which 
checks ‘the Secretary will deposit with 
the members of the Syndicate for safe 
keeping. In return for these checks 
he will issue to the bankers composing the Syn- 
dicate new bonds bearing interest at 5per cent 
fromthe same date, The proclamation of the 
redemption of the 6 per cent bonds will, of course, 
have the immediate effect of reducing them to 
parin gold, at which they will at once be dis- 
posed of by the holders to the agents of the Syn- 
dicate.

_ LAND TITLES IN IOWA. 

All Iowa is agitated over the passage of à bill 
by Congress to Quiet land titles in Iowa.“ 
The history of the bill, as given by our Wash- 
ington correspondent, is terribly suggestive of 
the way legislation is conducted at present. In 
1856, Congress granted lands to lows in aid of 
railroads. One of these roadsis that now known 
as the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad, 
extending from Davenport to Council Bluffs. 


In 1864, Congress was induced to change the 


law, and gave the land direct to the road, with 


authority to change its route. This Com- 


pany was, however, required to take the land 
along whatever-route it should adopt, and seek 
the deficiency in lands elsewhere within twenty 
miles of its line. In changing their route, they 
left 100,000 acres, to which they had been en- 
titled, more than twenty miles distant from their 
new line. These lands are now worth $10 
to $20 an acre. These lands were applied for 
by homestead settlers, the railroads objecting. 
In 1871, the Commigsioner of the Land Office 
decided that he had no authority in 
the matter. The Secretary of the Intsrior, at 8 
later day, decided they were not subject to 
homestead entry, but expressed no opinion as 
to the claim of the Railroad Company to the 
land. The land having originally been with- 
drawn from entry in 1856, to enable the Railroad 
Company to make its selections, had never, al- 
though the Company had changed its route, 
thereby placing this land beyond its claim,—been 
restored to its place on the books of the Depart- 
ment as subject to private entry. Now the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Company 
have obtained the passage, through both Houses 
of Congress, under the plea of quieting land titles
